How far Kings are accountable for their Aﬀtions, I won't preſume to Debate 4 but 
if they are obliged to obſerve the Laws, as certaitly they are, I would fain know whas 
Remedy is left to a Nation, when their King by the inftigation of ſame-wicked Coun - 
cellors, or his Vicious Inclination, turns a Tyrant : For it he lays, as King 7ames dots, 
That he is accountable for his Actions only to God, and therefore won't hear them, 
What muſt they do ? Submit their Necks to the Yoke, will this Gzritleman Anlwer, 
and wait for God's own time to change their Fate ?. This may do in 74 key, brit not in” 
England, where by our ancient Conſtitution, the Subjefts have as much Right to their 
Liberties and Properties, as the Kiag himſelf to the Crown ; thele being not the 
Gift of Princes, as ſome Flatterers have falſly afferted. Indeed, it may be granted, . 
that the Kings of England are not accountable to any Power as a-Superior , yet cer- 
tainly the People, wherein I include all Orders and Degrees, muſt have a Right to de- 
fend their Liberties and Properties, . againſt the inſults and encroachments of the Prin- 
ces; for elſe all thoſe juſt Rights fignihe nothing, and there would be no difference be- 
twcen a Limited Governmeat anil an abſolute Monarchy. 
But, ſays-this Writer, #is Mzjeſty'his done nothing but whit was according 19 the Laws of 
the Kingdom ;, which let us. examine. Was the di'penting with the Tzit and other 
Zaws, Which declared the Papiſts incapabie of holkling any place of Fruit, Civil and 
Military, according. to law? Can he juftity by the ſame Law, his admitting Father 
Peters, a Feſuit, into the Council, and other Papiſts into places of Truft ? His afftuminz 
and exerciſing a Power of ſuſpending the Executioas of Laws without conlent of 2ar- 
liament ? His Proſecuting the Biſhops for humbly 7etitioning te he Excuſed fron 
concurring to the ſaid affumed Power ? The Erecting of the Ecclefiaſtical Court ? The 
levying Money by pretence of Prerogative, otherwitle than it was granted by the Par- 
liament:?- The keeping of a. Standing. Army in time of Peace, without conſent of, Par- 
liament, and Quartering Sidiers contrary to law ? His cayhng ſeveral Subjetts, being 
Proteftants, to-be'diſarmed, when Papifts were both Armed and Employ'd: Theſe arid 
wany others Inyaſions of our Rights, of which I could give exprels:Inftancez, are: they 
juſtifiable by Zaw ?

Chartz, and all our Liberties are contrary to Zaw, as extortes by Force. That the 
King may diſpoſe of us and our Fftates, as he thinks fit; and in thort, overturn the 
whole Engliſh Conſtitution, and all the Laws, even in their ſence, according to Law. 


*Tis ridiculous to al'edge here douitful Caſes; for the Laws King Jimes diſpenced 


with, are, I think, ſomz of the plaineſt of our Laws. X 
The overturning of our whole Conſtitution was then nearer that one would think 
which will appear by coniideriag, that the Judges holding then their Places, durante 
bene placito and not quamdicu fi bene peſſer int, asdivers anciently were; the moſt Learned, 
Honeft, and Conſcientious, were turned out for refuſing to declare that to be Law 
which was meerly Arbitrary ; and thoſe who were put in their Places, or remained, 
amongſt whom were Three declared Papifts, contrary to Law, were men of no Repu- 
tation, either for Knowledge of Integrity, having had no other Merit to recommend 
them to that high Station, than a {ervile compliance to the Illegal Prattices of the 
Coxrit. No wonder then if their Decitions were lo much againft the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and the Liberties of the People. | | 

'Tis in vain to ſay, 'That the danger of being Profecuted for Prevarication, Was 
ſufhctent to deter them from adviling the King contrary to Law ; for thoſe Judges who 
declared for the diſpenting power, were in hopes that King James would continue 0 the 
Throne; and inftead of fearing any prolecution, they expetted great reward from 111m, 
according to the Bargan they had made, when they promiſed to explain the Laws As 
he ſhould think fit: And they had very good reaſon to beleive [ov from the great En 
deavours King Jimes made, by Cloſeting the chief of the Nobility and Gentry, and 
by tampering with, and over-awing the Gentry, and all inferior Magiftrates with th 
Loſs rof their Offices and Imployments, to chule ſuch Members for the enſuing Palia 
ment, as ſhould confirm his Dilpznſing Power, and make no inquiry into his other 
Illegal Pra@ices.* I could mention alſo what was publickly ta!k'd of, and argued fer by 
his Party, of filling the Houſe of Peers pro rempore, choſen out of ſuch of the Gentry 
as he was ſure would comply with his Deſigns, to aver-ballance the number of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal who who oppoſed them. 

Their Impunity after this Revolution, is no argument of their Innocence, but only 
of the great, not to ſay too great , Clemency of the Government, whoſe Intereſt, as 1: 
is obſerved here, it was to puniſh all thoſe notorious Offenders, according to their deme- 
Tits. This is a very weak Argument to ſupport their Cauſe ;'and tke conſequence 
whereef may prove fatal to ſome of the late King's Friends. I'll add but one thing more, 
That the Parliament being immediately after the Revolution taken up with more 
weighty Afﬀairs, had not then leiſure to inquire into the Condutt of thoſe Offenders,

T know the Judges can pretend to a power to explain the Lawsin ſome' obſcure and 
doubtfull Caſes.; but T think the Atts of Parliament cannot be diſpenſed with, but by 
the Authority by which they were made ; and this is no doubtful Caſe; wherein only 
the Judges have an explanatory power ; and this anciently they: had not; for- when- 
ſoeyer any great doubt or difficulty hapned in any of the King's Courts of weſtminſter, 
concerning the ſenſe or Interpretation of any Statute. or Law, the" uſual” Sentence the 
Judges then gave in all ſuch Caſes, was, Adjournetur in proximum Parliametitums a$oiemay 
find in $1r Edward Coke'scomment on the Statute of Wei minſter;24 13 59, 1:2: Inftit: p.

F.om whence we may conclude, That it lies at the King's Door, if no Parliament 
was call'd to reſolve thoſe Difficulties, who are the belt Inter preters of their own 
Statutes, fince by the antient Laws of Erglarl, a Parliament was to be held every 
Year,and then no miſchief could happen by the uncertainty or obſcurity of Law, which 
might not have been mare ſpeedily redrefſed in the Allemhly, then it the Twelve 
Jadges of Englind were to argue one after another, and give their Opinions in the 
Cales put to them. It has been to the Deviation from this Antient Cuſtom, to which 
the Natien owes all the Illegal and Arbitrary Proceedings, not ouly of Kitg Fimes's 
Reign, but of ſome of his Predeceſſars From whence it appears, that the utmolt tlie 
Judges can pretend to, is only a Right of Interpreting Laws when obſcure 2nd doubttul; 
but not to give Sentence againft the dire Letier of the Law, as King Fames's Judges 
did; which wonld be in effeto inveſt them with the whole Legillative power, wick 
only reſides in the King, and the States of the Kingdom.
